WASHINGTON, May 1.—(Special.)—Washington is wild with enthusi- 
asm over the magnificent victory which Dewey has achieved at Manila. No 
official advices have as yet been received by the president or Secretary Long, 
but the Associated Press bulletins telling the results of the contest have been 
read by thousands of people tonight, and in all parts of the city there have 
been those manifestations of enthusiasm that go with victory. 

At the white house the bulletins were received in the war room and were 
read with great eagerness by the president and Vice President Hobart, sev- 


eral members of the cabinet and a few of the president’s friends, among 


them Chauncey Depew, who happened to be in the city. 
As the news grew better and better, and the certainty of an overwhelm- 
ing victory became evident, there was great enthusiasm in this crowd, as well 


as in those which lined the streets in front of the newspaper offices and the 


leading hotels. 

By his victory Dewey immediately became the hero ofthe hour. He has 
had the first chance at it, and he has made good all of the prophecies which 
his friends and admirers have made, Officers of the navy who are so un- 
fortunate as to be kept here instead of being able to get a piece of the 
fighting, are saying, “I told you so,”’ and they express no surprise at the de-

Rear Admiral George Te wey is a native 
of Vermont. He was appointed to the 
Naval Academy from that state September 
23. 1854, and took the usval four years’ 
course.

An opinion freely expressed tonight by naval officers is that the very decisive 
victory of Admiral Dewey's fleet will mean probably an early end to the war with- 
out further naval battles of importance. 

The American fleet, it is suggested, is now supreme in the waters of Spain's 
Pacific possessions, and indications were strongly toward the slipping the 
Philippines from the control of Spain. 

It. was said that only by quickly yielding to our demands in Cuba could this 
loss possibly be averted.

For the Invasion of Cuba. 


Key West, Fla., May 1.—(Staff Cable Correspondence The Constitu- 
tion.)—The advance into Cuba has been ordered. 

Transports are now on their way to convey the troops from Port 
Tampa to the designated point, where they will join General Gomez. 


It was just a week ago yesterday that these dispatches contained the first au- 
thentic news of the government’s selection of Port Tampa as the point of em- 
barkation for the army of invasion, but the information only reached here offi- 
cially last night. ‘ 

It has cr@ated the biggest stir of the war up to date, for the very fact that the 
government admits its intentions shows that they are preparing for prompt ac- 
tion. : 

Just now there are in the harbor only the Plant fleet of three steamers and two 
big four-masted coal schooners, the latter being held for carrying horses and 
stores No other big boats ars at present available on the gulf coast. Transports 
are on fhe way, however. 

The troops were ready to leave at any time when I was with them, and it looks 
as though the prediction that they would embark between the 3d and 10th of May 
would about hit it. The troops at Mobile and New Orieans can embark so as to 
join those at Tampa, while the Chickamauga troops will go to the latter place. 


The Disposition of the Army. 


The entire tnvading force will be split into armies of 10,000 or 15,000 éach, one 
under command of Genera! Nelson A. Miles, to land near Havana, possibly at 
Matanzas, and the other under General Wesley Merritt, to land on the coast 
further to the east, and at some point easily accessible to the insurgent force un- 
der General Gomez. The latter knows they are coming, and is trying to-get the 
insurgent troops now in the province of Santiago de Cuba, over into Santa Clara 
to join him tn time to meet the American army at or near the coast. General 
Miles will not move until these tough old fighters reach General Merritt, because 
he fully appreciates the service they can render as scouts and guides. 

The entire plan of military operations ta.Cuba has been planned in Washing- 
ton, and unless Spain's 90,000 soldiers in and about Havana make a better resist- 
ance than they have made heretofore the plan will go through with a rush. 
Once the troops get on the move, there will be no stopping until Cuha Is released 
of Spanish control. , 

Unless there is some change in the present arrangements, a good part of Ad- 
miral Sampson’s squadron will go north as soon as Havana falls. They will be 
needed to protect the eastern coast cities, and the news of the sailing of the 
Spanish fleet in this direction has added to the government’s anxiety to push oper- 
ations in Cuba, looking to its military occupation. Once our army gets a foothold 
there, the navy will be released, and will be free to watch out for Spain’s threat- 
ened attack, no matter where she may decide to strike first. 


Ready for the Advance. 


The United States transport Panther, which left New York a week ago with 
7™) marines enlisted for service in Cuba, is practically a prison ship for her crew. 
She is anchored out in the harbor with all her men stil on board, and this shows 
plainly that she is expecting emergency orders from Washington at any minute. 
Close beside her is the big steamer State of Texas, loaded to the guards with 
provisions for the reconcentradoes, eontributed and forwarded under the super- 
vision of the Red Cross Society, She will probably have the ample protection of 
General Miles’s army as well. This forcing of relief inte the island is a part of 
President MeKinley’s policy, as these dispatches explained some days ago, which 
was interrupted by the blockade. Miss Clara Barton and her corps of Red 
Cross field nurses will also sail on the Texas, and will aid in the distribution of re- 
lief in the neighborhood of Matanzas until they are called upon to go with the 
troops at the sound of the first musket. ’ 

I had quite a long talk with Miss Barton and her faithful little band this morn. 
ing, and if there exists anywhere more nerve and self-sacrifice than is hidden be- 
hind their pale, calm faces, I would not know where to go to look for it. They 
will be carried to the front equipped with all possible provision for the care of 
the sick, needy and wounded, under the rules of the magnificent charity they rep- 
resent, and we all fee) better for knowing that we are to have them with us. We 
go out to join the fleet again in about an hour, and it may be our last trip,. be- 
cauSe as soon as the army moves, the navy off Havana will pass out of the pub- 
lic eye. 

The squadron is cruising up and down the coast passing before shore batteries, 
in the hope that they will get an excuse for repeating their little performance at 
Matanzas and Port Cabanas, but it is beginning to look as though we would have 
to inittate hostilities ourselves hereafter. © 


The Policy of Bombardment. 


Within -the next few days most of the other fortified cities on the north coast 
of Cuba to the east and west of Havana may share the fate of Matanzas and 
Cabanas. The policy of the goveriment will be to silence all the defenses of 
the enemy in these places, and I understand that the fleet has been in possession 
of such instructions for a long time. Whether they are to invite the first shot as 


Was the case today or will shell the fortifications without any preliminary warn- 


ing, I do not know. Their present ‘puTpose is to make it possible for, our ships 
and troops to use all the ports along the coast, not even excepting Havama, 
should their occupation at any time become necessary. These forts include Car- 
denas, Bahia Honda, Safua La Grande and Caibar’en, the latter being nearest 
to General Gomez and his £5,000 troops in the province. of Santa Clara. The bom- 
bardment today of Matanzas 1nd Cabanas does not mecessarily mean that the 
government has selected either place ws the sole gateway into the enemy’s coun- 
try. On the contrary, it is significant only of the fact that we dg not wamt the 
Spaniards to get any further in the work of building fortifications at any point 
along the coast, and of the additional fact that it will not be a healthy enter- 
rise for them to fire upon ovr ships.

To Enter the Island. 


What happened already will happen even at Hevana under the same prevo- 
cation.

Ila- 
vama is the only city in the northern coast that is sufficiently well fortified to 
make an effective show of resistance, and when the word reaches Admiral Samp- 
son to open the doors to our troops he can do it by sending three or four-of bis 
vessels to any one of a half dozen smaller ports to the eastward of Havana, at 
the same time maintaining his blockade with the remainder of his eet. ‘his, 
I understand, is to be the ylan adopted and the admiral has assigned the bcats 
that are to do the opening. All they require before setting out is a flash of crders 
from the flagship. 


It [lay Be Through Matanzas. 


The prevailing opimion still is that Matanzas has been selected as the main 
port of entry, but Matanzas has teen talked about_go much that I am beginning 
to believe that the government is encouraging the idea, which means, of cc urse, 
that the government has no such intention. That the invasion will be made at 
€0me point on the coast east of Havana is almost certain, because the character 
of the country there makes jit possible to operate large bodies of troops wiita 
facility. This is equally true of artillery as well as of cavalry and infantry, 
as the war department knows full weil their very recent investigations. One 
hundred and fifty miles east of Matanzas, in the province of Santiago de Cuba, 
is the port of Caibarien, the extreme eastern termirus of the railroad system, 
that portion of it which the insurgents take possession of. or will when they 
have use for it. 

To Join the Forces of Gomez. 

Near here is the main insurgent army, with General Gomez in easy 
reach, and should our forces be landed at Caibarien, they would promptly 
be re-enforced by between 20,000 and 25,000, who are trained to fight- 
ing the climate as well as the Spaniards in Cuba. 

Matanzas might make a little biuff et defense if we should send our boats to 
take possession of that port, but it would not amount to much. Cuban scouts 
just returned from there do not think Caibarien would resist at all. The same is 
true of all the intermediate points of less importance. Because of the availability 
for the handling of troops, the landing place is almost certain to be in this 
neighborhood and the indications are that it will be far east enough to permit 
our army to join the insurgent forces. There is no longer any doubt that we 
are to have the aid of those experienced fighters and there is no doubt that their 
aid will be invaluable, because they have spent the best part of their lives trying 
to do just what we wi!l try to do when we reach Cuba—try to take Havana. 


To Blockade the Southern Ports. 

The battleship Indiana, the gunboats Newport and Detroit and the 
torpedo boat Cushing coaled here last night to their full capacity, and 
steamed south at top speed. Immediately afterward they were heading for 
Havana, but unless the unexpected happens, and the bombardment of that 
port begins, they will probably start at the west coast of Cuba and go 


around to extend the blockade to the southern ports. 


I learn this on the very best authority, and the fact that they have coaled so 
heavily is additional indication that something out of the ordinary is contem- 
plated. 


Blockade of Porto Rico Called For. 


Strong recommendations have gone to Washington to order the blockade of 
Porto Rico, but the limit of effective blockade by the present fleet has been 
nearly reached already. The rumored success of the Spanish transport Montser- 
rat in landing her cargo of troops at Cienfuegos on the south coast of. the island, 
has :.wakened the navy people here to the necessity of guarding ail the poertsa 
possible, and the vessels which left here last night are probably bound for points 
outside of the coast limit named in the original order. The coal supply in this 
city is steadily decreasing, and the price rising at about the same ratio. All pre- 
visions have about goubled during the past ten days and the cost of living is just 
about three times what it was twelve morths ago.

It Was orzanize@d in 1825, and 
has engaged in all the wars in this coun- 
try since trat time, and naturally the .com- 
pany desired very much to participate in 
the present conflict. 


Mobilize at Macon.

Major 
Kenan, Mayor Price and others went to 
Ocmulgee park this morning and inspected 
the grounds there with a view of having 
the First Georgia regiment to moilize there.

REFUGEES RUSH FROM CUBA 


The Vessel Laden with Men, Women | 


and Children. 


ONE OLD WOMAN OF NINETY-EIGHT YEARS 


The Voyage Was One of Great Discom- 
fort, and Provisions Ran Short. 
Will Go to Philadelphia. 


Savannah, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)—The 
British steamship Lucillene, of the Munson 
line, brought to Savannah today 112 Cuban 
refugees from Havana and Matanzas. 
is a tank steamer and her cargo consists of 
about 3,500 tons of sugar. 

Crowded Into the Ship. 

Having no special accommodations for 
passengers, the men in the party were oc- 
cupying the deck, covering themselves over 
with sails and anything else they could se- 
cure. The cabin and a portion of the deck 
was covered with awning and reserved es- 
pecially for the ladies, of whom there were 
sixty in the party. The passengers are all 
among the richest class of Cubans, a dozen 
of them being millionaires or multi-million- 
aires, with their wives and families. One 
of the ladies in the party is ninety-eight 
years old. 

Provisions Ran Short. 

When the Lucillene was about 
they went to the agent of the Munson 
line, who is on board with his wife and 
children, and told him they had to be taken 
along, too. All being friends of the line, 
they were put On board and brought along. 
The party was made as comfortable as pos- 
sible, but it was poor comfort traveling on 
a freight steamer, especially since her pro- 
visions were about exhausted just before 
she got to Savannah. 

They Are in Harbor. 

The first thing heard from the Lucilliene 
was a telephone message from Tybee, say- 
ing that the Lucillene was there short of 
provisions, water and coal. Captain W. G. 
Strachan, of Strachan & Co., went down 
this afternoon with a full supply of fresh 
meat, bread and other provisions, and the 
steamship w2s brought up to Venus Point 
for coal. The quarantine regulations for 
Savannah went into effect today, which pre- 
vented any one going aboard the steam- 
ship, or any one from the steamship coming 
ashore, but she will be allowed to get her 
supplies here before proceeding to Phila- 
delphia. 

About sixty of the passengers, including 
fifteen or twenty families, want to leave the 
Lucillene and take the trains for the north. 
Captain Strachan will arrange for a meet- 
ing of the sanitary board in the morning 
to see if this permission cannot be granted. 

Creeping Through the Bombs. 

On account of submarine mines in con- 
nection with the defenses of Savannah river, 
regulations for the safe navigat.on of the 
river by unfriendly vessels and for the 
protecticn of the defenses have been issued 
by Captain C. E. Gillette, engineer in 
chirge, by authority of the secretary of 
war. No vessel or boat of any description 
will be allowed to pass through the chan- 
nels on either side of Fort Pulaski except 
in good daylight, and the chamneis will be 
absolutely closed to all vessels between 
8 p. m. and 4 p. m. During this interval 
vessels will not be permitted in the space 
between the quarantine station and Ty- 
bee. No vessel will be allowed to anchor 
there at any time without special aut hori- 
ty, nor within two miles of Fort }ulaski. 
Patrol boats will be stationed in, the vi- 
cinity of the quarantine and Tybee. These 
boats are authorized to stop vessels and 
inquire into their character or to instruct 
them how to pass through the mine fields. 
Vessels are warned that if they disrogard 
these regulations they will expose them- 
selves to serious damage, aad will be lia- 
ble to be fired upon by the batteries. 

To Sell the Steamships. 

Prsident H. M. Comer, as the result of 
a communication from officials of the navy 
department, left the city today for New 
York for the purpose of consulting with 
the naval board on auxiliary cruisers, with 
reference to the sale to the government 
of the ships of the Ocean steamsnip Lne, 
presumably the Kansas City and the City 
of Augusta, The government has been 
miking inquiries about these ships for 
some time, but until now there las been 
nothing definite in the correspondence. 
President Comer declined to say alyth.ng 
about his trip, except he was going on bus- 
iness for the Central railroad and per- 
sonal business. He did not deny that 
the business concerned these steamships. 
Both are well built, practicably tcew and 
fast ships, and will make handsome addi-

DEMOCRATS WILL 
FIGHT THE BONDS 


War Revenue Bill To Occupy the Time 
of the Senate, 


AMENDMENTS TO BE OFFERED 


Tax on All Producing Industries May 
Be Asked For. 


LARGE ISSUE OF GREENBACKS DESIRED 


Some Republicans Are Not Wholly Sat- 
isfied That It Is Yet Necessary 
to Issue Bonds. 


Washington, May 1.—Interest in the sen- 
ate this week is in the war revenue Dill, 
which is expected to reach that body with 
the beginning of the week. It will be re- 
ferred at once to the committee on finance, 
and probably will be reported back 
Wednesday or Thursday. 

A meeting of the finance committee has 
been called for Monday with the view on 
the part of the republican members of 
having the consideration of the bill in 
informally. They have 
even intimated that they may ask that @ 
vote be taken at this meeting. with the 
view of reporting the bill as soon as it is 
referred. 

The democratic members of the cummit- 
tee will oppose this programme, as they 
desire opportunity to have various amend- 
ments considered. It is now Delieved they 
will offer a provision for a tax on ail pro- 
ducing industries, another for an inmhert- 
tance tax and a third for non-interest 
bearing treasury notes. 

They Want Greenbacks. 

It is also probable that an amendment 
will be suggested for the issuance of $100,- 
000,000 in greenbacks to take the place of 
these outstanding which are supposed to 
have been destroyed. They will seek to 
have the bond provision of the bill elimi- 
nated entirely on the plea that the time 
has not yet arrived for a bond issue. There 
is a possibility that the republican mem- 
bers of the committee may amend the bond 
provision, as there ig more or jess dissatis- 
faction with it among republican senators./

A Bungler in the Art of Lying. 

Much as we regret to be compelled to 
use the expression, The Macon ‘Tele- 
graph has proven itself to be a bungler 
in the art of lying. 

In the issue of that paper bearing date 
of May 1, there is a displayed local ar- 
ticle referring to the attempt to recon- 
vene the state democratic executive com- 
mittee for the purpose of reversing its 
action in regard to the primaries fixed 
for 6th of June, 

‘The headlines of the article declare the 
“position of the Bibb county democrats 
is indorsed.’ The article goes on to state 
that a letter was sent out from The Con- 
stitution to the members of the state 
executive committee asking for their 
opinion as to whether the committee 
should be reassembled. With a great 
flourish The ‘Macon Telegraph goes on 
to state that among the answers to that 
request was one from lion. Thomas J. 
Carling, of Macon, concerning which it 
says: 

“The Constitution failed to print Colo- 
nel Carling’s reply, and it is herewith

matter, and af the right of the 
state to lay taxes on inheritances, and 
‘to discriminate by means of graded tax- 
ation. 

The Illinois law discriminates between 
different classes of heirs to an estate, 
and between the amount of inheritances. 
Direct heirs have an exemption to the 
amount of $20,000, the tax being 1 per 
cent on larger sums. Collateral heirs 
have an exemption of $2,000 each, larger 
sums being taxed 2 per cent. Legacies 
to persons of no kin are taxed 3 per 
cent above $500 and below $10,000, 4 per 
cent between $10,000 and $20,000, 5 per 
cent up to $50,000 and 6 per cent beyond 
this. 

The decision calls attention to the fact 
that the right to transfer property at 
death according’ to the will of the pos- 
sessor is not a natural right, but a priv- 
ilege conferred by the law—as, for in- 
stance, in an unorganized state of soci- 
ety the property would be seized by the 
most powerful or the most cunning, re- 
gardless of kinship or descent. 

As to the right to exempt or impose 
gradations, the court speaks with some 
particularity: 

Tf there is unsoundness fn the law, {t must 
be in the classification. But it only requires 
that the law imposing it shall operate alike 
on all under the same circumstances. The 
tax is not on money, it is on the right to 
inherit, and hence a_ condition of inher- 
itance, and it may be graded according to 
the value of that fnheritance. The condi- 
tion fs not arbitrary, because it is deter- 
mined by that value; it is not unequal In 
operation, because it does not deny the same 
percentage on every dollar. The jurisdic- 
tion of the courts Is fixed by amounts. Con- 
gress has classified the rights of suitors to 
come into United States courts by amounts. 
Regarding these alone, there is the same iIn- 
equality that is urged against the classifi- 
cation of the Tilinois law. All license laws 
and all specific taxes have in them the ele- 
ment of inequalitv: nevertheless, they are 
universally imposed and their legality has 
reyer been questioned. We think the cluss- 
ification of the Illinois law wus in the 
power of the legislature to make, and the 
decree of the court is affirmed. 

This clears away a good deal of legal 
rubbish and opens up to states a new 
source of revenue to be obtained from 


those known to be able to pay it.

Where Germany Stands. 

We mut not conclude from the tone 
of criticism which some of the German 
newspapers have recently adopted in dis- 
cussing the attitude of this country that 
we are not to have the sympathy and 
good will of the German people in the 
present crisis. 

In spite of minor differences which 
have long existed between Germany and 
the United Statés, we must recognize 
the fact that much in common exists 
between these two great powers, and 
that on the score of kinship there is al- 


case, and that, instead of deli ! 
suppressing the truth, he has merely 
conjured up a supposable state of things, 
just as he denounces Bland and Bailey 
as fanatics simply because their views 
do not coincide with his views. 

Talk about the seigniorage does not 
involve a’ reference to the silver pur- 
chased under the Bland-Allison act, for 
the seigniorage from that purchase was 
actually coined and covered into the 
treasury. When reference is made to 
the seigniorage, it is understood, of 
course, to mean the seigniorage of the 
bullion now lying in the treasury—bul- 
lion which was purchased under the 
Sherman act of 1890, and which never 
has been coined into dollars. The prac- 
tice under both Harrison and Cleveland 
was to purchase $4,000,000 of silver bul- 
lion each month, and issue treasury 
notes against it, leaving the bullion un- 
coined. 

Some of the bullion has been coined 
into dollars from time to time, but the 
great bulk of it is lying in the treasury 
—the seigniorage, which is the difference 
in the value of the silver coined and un- 
coined, is about $50,000,000, and it would 
not only fit into the present emergency, 
but would save the people from taxation 
to that amount, which is no light thing 
in these times. 

What The Evening Post wants is an 
issue of bonds, of course, but that is 
precisely the thing which the democrats 
desire to avoid, not only because it is 
unnecessary, even as a war measure, but 
because it involves a large increase in 
the burdens of taxation, which will be 
heavy enough in any event. 

The Constitution hopes and believes 
that the democrats in the senate will 
take ai firm and an unalterable po- 
sition on this bond question, net by 
means of filibustering, but by voting 
it down in the open senate. We hope 
not only that the senate will vote the 
bond clause out of the revenue bill, but 
that they will make the matter a party 
issue, and thus fasten upon the republi- 
can party the stigma of issuing bonds. 

[t is true that the proposed loan is 
labeled as a “popular” one, but the very 
idea of sucha thing is _preposter- 
ous. The people have no money to 
lock up in bonds. A popular loan was 
attempted during the civil war. When 
the time came for it, it was found that 
the banks had pressed into service clerks, 
runners, collectors, agents and what 
not to buy the bonds. The people were 
mere spectators of the thrilling scene. 
So it would be again. 

Low prices and hard times have placed 
the people in a condition where even 
gilt-edged securities have no attractions 
for them. If they are able to pay their 
current taxes they are doing well.

$6,000. This was considered a low price for 
thig valuable piece of property.

Baker brought $2,950 and was purchased 
by Mr. W. A. Bates.

Sev- 
eral members of the committee failed tc 
answer by telegraph,.sonie because they 
lived remote from a telegraph office, and 
others, like Mr. Carling, who probably 
waited for consultation. Mr. Carling 
sent his answer by mail, hence its omis- 
sion from the first publication because 
of non-arrival. On Tuesday following 
however, being the 26th of April, the 
letter of ‘Mr. Carling, so ostentatiously 
displayed by The Telegraph, which had 
only arrived on Monday, was printed in 
full, together with the other delayed let- 
ters which came by mail, instead of by 
telegraph, as ordered. 

Thus it follows that the statement of 
The Macon Telegraph that “The Consti- 
tution failed to print Colonel Carling’s 
reply, and it is hereby Biven for the first” 
time,” is absolutely and unqualifiedly 
false. Of course, this is a little matter 
for The Telegraph, but it affords an op- 
portunity to suggest to that newspaper 
more expert work on this line? so as not 
to be so easily tripped up. 

Passing from this phase to another 
paragraph in the same article, The Tele- 
graph says: “Secretary Altmayer has 
heard from several members of the state 
executive committee, and in a great ma- 
jority the position of the Bibb county 
committee is indorsed.” The meaning 
of this paragraph to one unacquainted 
with the facts would be that Secretary 
Altmayer had heard from a majority of 
the state committee, indorsing the ac.

“People who judge superficially may im- 
pute land-grabbing instincts to the 
Americans, but every observer who looks 
beneath the surface will readily see that 
different motives prevail. Weyler’s pol- 
icy of destruction has caused deep-seat- 
ed indignation on the other side of the 


water, and the conviction has taken root# 


that intervention is necessary on the 
ground of humanity and justice. If one 
looks back to the unpunished murder of 
the Armenians, one cannot but rejoice 
that there is at least one nation in the 
world for which humanity and justice 
are not empty sounds. Two cultures 
are now striving against each other—the 
free, progressive Anglo-Saxon and the 
reactionary, narrow-minded Latin race— 
and we cannot doubt upon which side 
victory will perch.” This expression 
from The Frankfurt Zeitung undoubted- 
ly represents the spirit of the German 
people, and we cannot do otherwise than 
rely upon it in preference to the harsh 
criticisms which have emanated from 
less responsible sources, 

While Germany has not yet followed 
the example of Great Britain, France and 
Russia in the matter of holding aloof 
from the present contest, it is certain that 
she will declare her neutrality within 
the next few days. 


Seigniorage and Bonds. 

Mr. Dana used to have a theory that 
his contemporary of The Evening Post 
couldn’t afford, or didn’t dare, to tell the 
whole truth about any important subject 
which it undertook to discuss. 

Now we are of the opinion that Mr. 
Dana was wrong. Of course there are 
a good many suspicious circumstances 
going to show that he was right: there 
is piled up in behalf of his theory a bulk 
and volume of circumstantial evidence 
that is well-nigH overwhelming: and 
yet we think -he has given the wrong 
name to a series of very interesting 
phenomena. 

What Mr. Dana mistook for a desire on 
the part of The Evening Post to avoid 
the truth, is simply a genuine inability 
to see but one side—and that side its 
own—of the questions tiiat come up for 
discussion and about which men naturai- 
ly differ. We have before us a capital 
instance of this, which may prove to be 
interesting to our readers. 

The editor of The Evening Post has 
been asked by several correspondents 
what “this ‘seigniorage’ is which Bailey 
and his happy-go-lucky opposition in 
congress are proposing to coin.” The 
editor doesn’t hesitate a moment to 
swell the volume of circumstantial evi- 
dence which gave Mr. Dana an excuse 
for his characterization of The Evening 
Post. “The answer is,” curtly remarks 
the editor, “that no such seigniorage ex- 
ists, or ever did exist.”” Then he goes on 
to explain: 

What Bland. Bailey, and their fellow- 
fanatics mean when they talk about the 
“silver seigniorage”’ is the profit made 
by the government, during the period of 
compulsory silver-dollar coinage, by 
purchasing silver at the market price 
and putting it out at dollar coins which 
were not intrinsierlly worth one hun- 
dred cents. Between 1878 and 18% «bout 
548,000,000 of such dollars were coined and 
issued. The bullion in these coins cost the 
government from fifty to ninety ¢ents for 
every dollar coined, but the coins 
were used to pay the treasury’s debt 
at the uniform rate of 0 certs apiece. 
Few people without an axe to grind 
would be so dense as to eall this enormous 
difference a “‘seigniorage."’

We have nething to do directly with the 
matters in difference between. the Tnitea 
States and Spain, and I venture to think it 
but a left-handed compliment to Our kins 
folk. however wel] meant, to make them 
proffers of assistance, as if they were not 
competent to dispose of those matters by 
themselves. Again. if our aid is superflu- 
ous for the United States. we are still less 
concerned to save Spain, from the conse- 
quences of a perverse policy. 

Without any derogation from our moral 
claim, as individua} English speaking men 
to sympathize with the United States on 
grounds of humanity, I should like to ob- 
serve that, from the point of view of strict 
right and business, the Cuban question its 
for dhe United States, simply: how long . 
nation is bound to tolerate a nulsance at 
its own door. The complaint against the 
Spaniards is not that they govern Cuba 
badly, but that they cannot govern ft at all 
and this to the manifest damage of the 
government and citizens of the United 
States. This is eminently such a question 
as every nation must decide for itself. Tt is 
not reducible to rule, nor, in my humble 
opinion, susceptible of treatment by arbi- 
tration, or, save to a very limited extent, 
by diplomatic good offices. So far our part 
could be only that of benevolent nen- 
trality. 

But we hear of attempts of European in- 
tervention, extending, it is said, even to 
proposals for some kind of European pro- 
test against the Monroe doctrine, or, as I 
would rather call it, the Monroe policy. 
Here, I submit, we have a plain interest 
ind duty, not as a European, but as an 
American, power. We are the other great 
power of the North American continent, 
and, if we rightly consider our proposition. 
we are as much concerned as the United 
States to forhid the interference of any for- 
eign power in American affairs. What, 
then, is the true keystone of a possible 
Anglo-Saxon alliance? On the side of the 
United States, frank recognition of our co- 
equal standing beyond the Atlantic in right 
of Canada, and our joint interest in ex- 
cluding European complications from 
America. On our side. understood if not 
formally expressed, readiness to support the 
Monroe principle (in whose origin, indeed. 
we have our share) in eonjunction with the 
United States, by whatever means may be 
necessary and sufficient, and against, all 
comers. This imples mutual oblivion) of 
certain unfortunate passages in certain dls. 
patches, already well-nigh forgotten, to 
which I will not more particularly refer. 

While we were never made aware be- 
fore that Great Britain had any hand 
whatever in the promulgation of the 
Monroe doctrine, still we cannot fail to 
note with deep concern the proposition 
which Mr. Pollock makes for closer 
union between the two great powers 
mentioned in order to uphold the Mon- 
roe doctrine. We commend the views 
of the distinguished Dnglishman to the 
sober consideration of our readers.

The great ovens of the fgrctory were almost 
a furnace baking the Mard tack yesterday, 
and the full capacity of the machinery was 
necessary. 

At the Lewis factory the activity wus 
the same and flour was converted with the 
aid of water into the food that will sup- 
ply the soldiers with such rapidity thac 
room in the warehouse could scarcely be 
found for the preduct. Today cars and 
faany transfer wagons and drays will be 
required to carry the hard tack, and the 
appetite of many a laborer will be whetted 
by the aroma of fresh bread. 

Hard tack is one of the necessities to 
every army in war times and from the 
earlieSt wars of this country it has been 
use@. It is not fed to the mep in times 
of peace, but when marches are being 
made and the food for the soldiers has 
to be carried with them, it is a very desir- 
able product. It takes the piace of ail 
other bread, and although the soldiers 
often grow exceedingly tired of it, it is 
made to suffice until something better 
is obtained. It is said to be a very good 
substitute for nothing. and the soldiers 
are induced to eat it for this reason. 

The ‘ood contains nothing but water and 
four, mixed, rolled and baked. After 4@ 
eicry lapse of time it becomes as mard as 
bread can and it is said that the company 
biacksmith js often ealled in to break ug 
the food for the soldiers, It retains its 
quality and not only in taste but firmness. 
It ig light, which makes it-easy for trans- 
portation and not containing any of the 
Ingredients which usually make food stufts 
sour it holds good to the last. 

The great number of barrels of flour 
which were used yesterday are constantly 
kept on hand by the establishments and 
the heads of many were broken out yes- 
terday. The flour is poured into large 
receptacles into which running water is 
forced. These two substances are mixed 
by machinery, an! with nothing else the 
dough is made. The dough is then put on 
large plates, when it is rolled out between 
an irch and half inch thick and shoved 
Into large ovens, where it is allowed to 
dry. It is then taken out, cut into cakes 
Of regulation size and placed in boxes and 
ls ready for shipment. 

This interesting process goes on contin- 
ually, and yesterday the entire force of 
the cracker factories was placed on this 
ohne product. More flour was probably used 
by them during the time these orders were 
being filled than for a long time, and as 
Other orders follow the amount used will 
be very great.

A great amount of work is before the 
men who are to command, and yesterday 
seemed to be the calm before the storm, 
which ig sure to follow this week, as a 
month ago the time was set for these 
movements to take place early in May, 
and the first week of the prettiest month 
of the year will witness more war-like 
preparations in Atlanta than have been 
seen here since the civil war. 

It is expected that the two regiments 
to go from thig state to the front will bea 
mobilized here this week, and the work of 
organization will be almost completed, 
Much work ig necessary, but nothing can 
hardly be done until the supplies to equip 
the soldiers arrive. These are expected 
by the middle of the week. 

The regimental line officers have been 
chosen, and the greater amount of work 
to form the companies and get them from 
a chaotic condition to a partially disci- 
plined body, will devolve upon the officers, 
who are efficient men and understand the 
work that is before them, They vill take 
effective steps to place the companies in 
a shape to be put to the hard amd steady 
drilling which the men have been prom- 
ised by the officers. 

Where Will They Rendezvous? 

One of the most important things to be 
decided by Governor Atkinson and the offi- 
cers this week will be the place around the 
city where the soldiers will be camped. 
Several locations are in view, but none 
have yet been chosen. 

Two places have the prominence over all 
others, and one of them is almost certain 
to be chosen for the camp. These places 
are Fort McPherson and Exposition park. 
Both are considered suitable and available, 
and either would make @ good place for the 
camp of 3,000 soldiers. 

On account of the arrangements of Fort 
McPherson that place is desirable, but 
the permission of the war department will 
have to be secure before it can be occu- 
pied by the companies, and if it is granted, 
although no official announcement has been 
made it is expected as almcst certain that 
the companies will go there. 

Exposition perk has a number of ad- 
vantages over the fort, and many of the 
officers favor that place. A decision will 
probably be made today, and such prepara- 
tions as necessary be made by the officers 
if AtManta to receive the men that will 
make up the two Georgia regiments. 

Captain Erwin Goes in Today.

The present week will witness much ac- 
tivity, probably the gercatest that has yet, 
characterized the present preparations, and 
they will be on a more extensiva sc@le 
than hag been done in the past. 

More Officers To Be Appointed. 

The appointment of first and second lieu- 
tenants for the companies may be an- 
nounced today. The captains have been 
chosen and the lieutenants, who will have 
very important positions during the or- 
ganization of the troops, must be named 
very soon, that they may prepare for the 
work before them, 

Some of the lieutenants have been named, 
and many are in contemplation. It is 
thought that Governor Atkinson will make 
out a complete list today or tomorrow, 
and the appointees ‘will be ordered to report 
to their captains as soon as possible. 

These officers will be chosen in the same 
thorough way that the higher officers have 
been selected, and they will be the pick of 
the available officers now connected with 
the Georgia militia.

REST CAME IN JUST 10 SUIT 


Side Tracks Are Now Packed with 
Passenger Coaches and /Orders 
Are Hourly Expected by 
the Officers at the 
Post.

Chattanooga, Tenn., May 1.—(Special.)— 
This has been a very quiet Sunday with the 
army. The soldiers have been allowed a 
day of rest, which they were all glad to 
get. The past week has been full of the 
hardest kind of work and while the men 
have worked hard, they all know that there 
is harder work yet to come and they are 
taking advantage of all the rest that they 
can get. 

Thousands of visitors have gone to the 
park today to see the sights and the hack 
lines and railroads have done a big busi- 
ness. Excursions have come in from aij di- 
rections end Chattanooga has the appear- 
ance of a city tonight. 

No new orders are known to have been re- 
ceived today about the removal of troops 
from the park, but it is a significant fact 
that the railroad yards are filled to over- 
flowing with passenger coaches and stock 
cars. From the way they were rushed in 
here last night it is evident they have been 
sent here for a purpose and thé railroad 
people say that tomorrow will be a busy 
day. A railroad man said tonight, speak- 
ing of the number of cars massed here: 


‘These cars came here empty, but they 
will go out full of blue coated soldiers.” 


All Ready To Move. 

Judging from the vast number of stock 
cars here it is evident that the cavalry will 
be the first thing to move. Every one now 
expécts a genera] movement of the troops, 
as they are all prepared to go at short no- 
tice, Although against the state law to 
move or shift freight trains in this state 
on Sunday, shifting in the yards was start- 
ed tonight about dark. Preparations are 
being made to have everything in readiness 
for tomorrow and every one expects a big 
movement to start in the morning. Three 
cars from New York arrived this morning 
bearing medical] supplies, but it cofld not 
be learned whether they would be unloaded 
here or sent south with the troops. 

The soldiers are growing impatient to be 
ordered to the front and the impatience of 
those left behind ig increased by the depart- 
ure of every regiment going south. 

Today was wash day with the soldier boys. 
The government evidently beYeves that 
cleanliness is next to godiiness and every 
soldier in the army here is compelled to 
teke a bath at least once a week. Orders 
were igsued last night for all of the sol- 
diers to take their weekly bath today, and 
the captains of the companies. have seen 
the order executed. 

March to Water in a Line. 

The soldiers were formed into companies 
and armed with a cake of soap apiece in- 
stead of muskets. They were then march- 
ed to the creek, and while there fg no drtil 
manual! for the wash squads, the cOmmand 
to “draw soap’ was the fi st ‘command 
at the creek. After the soldiers tad dis- 
robed and lined up on the bank. the com- 
mand “squad wash" was given by the 
sergeants, and then the fun began. 

The red waters of the creek were soon 
white soap suds and as squad after squad 
marched up and received the command to 
wash, the fun increased. They were all 
allowed to take their time and the soldiers 
enjoyed the dip. Some of them are magnif- 
cent swimmers, and swimming races and 
ducking matches with no end, and then a 
mud battle enlivened the scene. 

The day has been warm, and the cold 
bath in nature’s bathtub did much to en- 
liven the spirits of the soldier boys. The 
hath over, the squads were commanded to 
dress, and marched back to their tents a 
cleaner and a happier lot of men. 

The black soldiers did not seem to enjoy 
the bath as much as their white comrades, 
for the water was a bit cold for them, and 
they did not get any wetter than was neces- 
sary. Their spluttering and laughter could 
have been heard miles away, and the 
Sight was greatly enjoyed by the city 
negroes from the banks af tbe creek, It is 
a very novel sight to see an army take a 
bath, and many visitors at the park who 
knew about it went out to witness the 
scrubbing. 

The only order of any interest issued 
was by Quartermaster Lee, detailing As- 
Quartermaster Carson and three 
assistants to go through middle Tennessee 
in search of horses and mules, the great- 
est difficulty having been experienced in 
securing these equipments for recruits.

COLONEL WRENN’S WAR STORY 


He Received and Delivered an Historic 
Telegram in 1865. 


IT WAS GEN. LEE’S TO MR. DAVIS 


Present Passenger Traffic Manager 
of the Plant System Handed It to 
the President in Church.

Among the war stories which are being 
revived is one told by The Washington Post 
of Colonel B. W. Wrenn, passenger traffic 
manager of the Plant system. He is a na- 
tive of Virginia and in his younger days 
was a telegraph operator. He sent from 
Culpepper the last message to Alexand-ia 
before the federal army took possession of 
that aneient city. Later on he was chief 
of telegraph for the confederate army and 
had charge of what was styled .the “gov- 
ernment lines.” 

In Richmond were also the general offices 
of the old Southern Telegraph Company, 
the predecessor in the south of the present 
Western Union. One Sunday morning 
Wrenn went down to the Southern Tele- 
graph Company's office, Everybody seem- 
ed to feel that something was about to 
happen—that evacuation might come at 
any moment. This made everybody un- 
easy and the telegraph cierks and opera- 
tors began ieaving the office to look after 
their families and get them safely out of 
the city. 

Finally Wrenn alone remained, and 
though it was properly no task of his, he 
was soon busy taking down a memoraoie 
dispatch. It came from General Robert E 
Lee and was addressed to the president of 
the Southern Confederacy acquainting Mr. 
Davis with the fact that General Lee 
deemed it expedient to evacuate Richmond 
with as little loss of time as possible. 

Recognizing the importance of the mes- 
sage he immediately hurried out of the 
building and in a little while it was de- 
livered to the president while he was at- 
tending divine service. His «ch'> ee 
followed their chief out and the fact of 
their departure cauged a general exodus 
of the congregation. who realized that 
something of great mément was happening. 


CIRCUS PEOPLE OUTWITTED. 


The Railroad Passenger Agent Was 
Too Smart for Them. 

The New York Sun tells a very good but 
rather long story of how some circus peo- 
ple did not beat a railroad. The circus 
had to jump from Purcell, a local station 
on the Santa Fe, to Kansas City.

The annoumeed intention of cotncil to 
keep the balance of the city hall fund in- 
tact until the June apportionment seems 
to have been erroneous. It is said that one 
or more resolutions will be imtroduced this 
afternoon with the view to tuking large 
lumps out of the $46,000. The finance com- 
mittee will introduce a resolution appro- 
priating $4,000 for the department of law 
and $1,000 for the contingemt fund from the
